‘There are difeafes which require confined 
mént; there ate otters to which confinement is liighly injurious: ‘Io the 
former, the fatutary iaftisution of Hofpitals is appropriated ; for the Jat- 
ter, that of Difpervaries is Pate The departments of both ate held 
feparate, nor’can they rua ito each other, without producing injury and 
confifion. ‘The labouring podr, in every cronded : oa 
variety of diforders, which admit of care, ina fituatian where their ufe- 
fuk labour's aré neither toftto their families nor to the public; where a 
father: may fill provide for thofe of his houfe, and a mother tend her 
helplefs infants, while both are in a more proper line ef recovery, than 
if removed from their own habitations. Accordingly, Difpenfaries are 
e(tablifhed in almoft every populous city, their good effeéts‘aré aniverfal- 
ly acknowledged, and they are patronifed by perfons of the fir diftine- 
tion. 

From the regifters of praétice at the Difpenfary of Edinburgh, it ap- 
pears that near feven thoufand indigent inhabitgnts have been fupplied 
with advice and medicines gratis, at this charity, fince its fir% eftablith- 
ment in November 1776. Of thefe nine hundted and feven have recei- 
ved benefit during the courfe of, laft year, whote cafes were improper for 
Hofpital treatment, and many of whom, itis to be obferved, were once 
ina fituation which enabled them to relieve the wants of others, although 
now reduced to fuch circumftances as to receive, with the molt pratetul 
acknowledgements, that aMfftance which the Dipeufary affords. 

While thefe effidts, derived from this inftitution, muft give genuine 
fatisfaétion to thofe who have already contributed, it is hoped they will 
alfo recommend it to the attention of many others who are enabled by 
fortune, and prompted by compaffion, to lend aid in alleviating the fuf- 
ferings of thofe at once oppreffed with poverty and ficknefs. ‘To induce 
the benevolent to.take this method of paying a debt, which the happy 
owe to the miferable, it need only be obferved, that in no way can a 
{malt charitable donation go a greater length towards the relief of diftrefs, 
A contributor of One Guinea has the privilege of recommending patients 
for two yeats; end a contributor of Five Guineas has the fame privilege 
for life. 

Contributions for this charity are received, and receipts granted, by Mr 
William/Gordon, bookfeller, Parliament-Square. 

N. B. From the ftate of the funds of the Difpenfary at the annual 
meeting Of contiibutors; in 1784, it was found neceffary to give orders, 
that thofe patients only fhould be fupplied with medicines, who came re- 
commended by contributors. The effeét of this regulation has been, that 
the benefits of the charity, have not, during the courfe of laft year, been 
extended to half the number of indigent individuals who received aid du- 
ririg the preceding year. 

‘The prefent ftate of the funds of the Difpenfary, ftill prevents the 
Managers from putting this charity on the extenfively ufefal footing on- 
which, it was before tondudted, But they cannot help entertaining the 
hope, that by the aid of the public, they ‘may foon be again enabled
